NEA Sees 
Comeback 
For Reading 

An increasing number 
of Americans read work 
of literature in 2008 

NEW YORK I “Reading on the rise” 
declares a new government study, 
which reports a surprising and 
welcome increase in the number 
of adult Americans 
who recently read a 
novel, short story, 
play or other work 
ofliterature. 

According to 
“Reading on the 
Rise,” being issued 
Monday by the 
National Endow- 
ment for the Arts, just over half the 
people surveyed 18 or older read 
some kind ofliterature in 2008, up 
from 46.7 percent in 2002. 

According to the survey, read- 
ing rates increased for whites, 
blacks and Hispanics, for men and 
for woman, for all levels of educa- 
tion, and among virtually all ages. 
Reading among 18- to 24-year-olds 
jumped from 42.8 percent in 2002 to 
51.7 percent last year. 

But the preface does not men- 
tion a countertrend: a drop among 
people not obligated to read. Adults 
who read books of any kind that 
were not assigned dropped from 
56.6 percent in 2002 to 54.3 per- 
cent last year, hillel italie (ap)

Obama: Bailout Oversight Is Lacking 



President-elect Barack Obama’s team is in discussions with the Bush administra- 
tion and Congress aboutthe use of the remaining $350 billion of bank bailoutfunds. 


President-elect wants 
help for homeowners 
in $350B installment 

WASHINGTON | Barack Obama wants 
to make it easier to monitor how the 
second $350 billion installment of 
the financial bailout is spent and 
says homeowners and small busi- 
nesses should get some help. 

“We can regain the confidence 
of both Congress and the American 
people in that this is not just money 
that is being given to banks without 
any strings attached and nobody 
knows what happens, but rather 
that it is targeted very specifically 
at getting credit flowing again to 
businesses and families,” the presi- 
dent-elect said in an interview that 
aired Sunday on ABC. 

Obama’s economic team has 
been talking with the Bush admin- 
istration about having Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson ask Con- 
gress as early as this week for access 
to the rest of the bailout fund. If 
Congress rejected such a request, a 


presidential veto could still free up 
the money, unless Congress over- 
rode the veto. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 


Reid indicated during a rare Sen- 
ate session Sunday that Bush and 
Obama officials are near an agree- 
ment on submitting notice to Con- 


gress about using the remaining 
$350 billion. 

“We’re waiting to hear from 
President Bush and/or President- 
elect Obama as to what, if any- 
thing, they’re going to do,” said 
Reid, D-Nev., “and that’s occurring 
as we speak.” 

The Congressional Oversight 
Panel raised detailed questions last 
week about how banks are spend- 
ing the first $350 billion of the bail- 
out funds and questioned how the 
money will combat the rising tide 
of home foreclosures. In instance 
after instance, the panel said, the 
Treasury Department did not offer 
adequate responses. 

Obama said he has asked his 
economic team to develop a set of 
principles to ensure more openness 
about how the money is spent. Under 
consideration by Obama aides and 
congressional Democrats are pro- 
posals to limit executive pay at insti- 
tutions that receive the money and 
to force such institutions to get rid 
of any private aircraft they own or

States should ban drivers from 
using handheld and hands-free 
cell phones, and businesses should 
prohibit employees from using cell 


phones while driving on the job, the 
congressionally chartered National 
Safety Council says, taking those 
positions for the first time. 

No state currently bans all cell 
phone use while driving. Six states 
and the District of Columbia ban the 
use of handheld cell phones behind

Rollout of new vehicles 
displays automakers’ 
green technology focus 

DETROIT I We’re different, and our 
new stuff is really good. 

In a nutshell, that’s what General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler tried to 
tell consumers — and taxpayers — 
Sunday as they rolled out an array of 
new vehicles at the North American 
International Auto Show. 

They told their stories in differ- 
ent ways, with Chrysler LLC mak- 
ing its senior executives available 
to assure people that it remains a 
viable company. General Motors 
Corp. held a pep rally with hun- 
dreds of cheering employees and 
supporters who watched a parade 
of 17 new and upcoming vehicles. 
Ford Motor Co. emphasized its 
plans for electric vehicles, joining 
the list of automakers that have 
promised one next year. 

The fanfare, on opening day of 
the Detroit show’s press preview, 
comes after a year of dismal sales 
that forced GM and Chrysler to get 
$17.4 billion in federal loans to stay 
alive. Ford doesn’t need money now 
but says it might in 2010 if U.S. sales 
don’t improve. 

On Sunday, the U.S.-based auto- 
makers touted new products with a 
focus on fuel efficiency that they say 
will help return them to financial 
health and ensure that their cars

and trucks will roll off assembly 
lines for years to come. 

GM said it would build a 
40-mile-per-gallon minicar for 
the U.S. market, and it unveiled 


an electric-powered Cadillac con- 
cept car. 

Ford announced plans to put a 
battery-powered commercial van on 
the market in 2010, with an electric 
car coming a year later, followed by 
plug-in versions of its gas-electric 
hybrid vehicles in 2012. 

Chrysler showed off a sleek new 
midsize electric concept car called 
the 20 OC, and one of its executives 
said it could be the inspiration 
for a new midsize car to compete 
with Toyota’s top-selling Camry.

Wilderness Bill Advances in Senate 


Legislation would set 
aside 2 million acres 
of land for protection 

WASHINGTON | In a rare Sunday 
session, the Senate advanced leg- 
islation that would set aside more 
than 2 million acres in nine states 
as wilderness. Majority Democrats 
assembled more than enough votes 
to overcome GOP stalling tactics 
in an early showdown for the new 
Congress. 

Republicans complained that 
Democrats did not allow amend- 
ments on the bill, which calls for

By a 66-12 vote, lawmakers 
agreed to clear away procedural 
hurdles despite partisan wran- 
gling that had threatened pledges 
by leaders to work cooperatively as 
the Obama administration takes 
office. Senate approval is expected 
later this week. Supporters hope the 
House will follow suit, (ap)

Gambling sales rise 
in many states as the 
recession takes hold 

NASHVILLE, TENN. I In these tOUgh 
times, many people appear willing 
to gamble a few precious dollars in 
the hope of winning instant deliver- 
ance from their economic woes. 

More than half of all states with 
lotteries have reported rising sales 
over the past six months, and some 
researchers say financial insecurity 
might be driving people to risk more 
of their money than usual on $1 and 
$5 instant scratch-offs and other 
games in hopes of a big payoff. 

“Someday, somebody is going to 
win, and I hope it is me,” said Albert 
Atwood of Nashville, who spends 
$100 weekly playing the lottery. 
“I imagine that I would be a heap 


better off if I saved this money, but 
everybody has dreams.” 

Driven by regulars like Atwood 
and a growing number of occasional 


players, 25 of 42 states with lotter- 
ies have experienced higher sales of 
scratch-off and daily lottery games 
since July, according to Scientif-

ic Games, a maker of scratch-offs. 

In Washington, D.C., instant 
sales reached a record of $45 mil- 
lion in the 2008 fiscal year, repre- 
senting an 11 percent year-over- 
year increase. 

In Tennessee, sales of instant 
lottery games were up $8 million 
during the fiscal first quarter end- 
ing in October. 

The Massachusetts lottery 
reached a record of $4.7 billion 
in sales during the last fiscal year. 


up from $4.4 billion in the previ- 
ous year. 

Some experts say economic 
hardships prompt people to justify 
small-stakes gambles even as they 
cut back on nonessential goods and 
services. Others pin the increased 
lottery activity on creative market- 
ing by scratch-off makers and state 
governments, which cannot afford 
to lose the revenue stream. 

John L. Mikesell, a professor at 
Indian University, published a study 
in 1994 illustrating that lottery sales 
rise with unemployment rates. 

“When times are tough, the pros- 
pect of spending $1 on a remote 
chance to potentially change your 
life is appealing,” Mikesell said. 

Atwood, a 68 -year-old retiree, 
said he has spent at least $75,000 
on lottery tickets since 2000. 

“I am absolutely not acting in my 
best economic interest,” Atwood 
said. “But we always hope that we 
win big, and that is what drives us.”

Violence Mars Anti-Israel Protests 


Large pro-Palestinian 
rallies are held across 
Asia, Europe, Mideast 

KARACHI, PAKISTAN I Security forces 
used tear gas and batons to repel 
anti-Israel protesters who tried to 
attack a U.S. consulate in Paki- 
stan on Sunday, as tens of thou- 
sands in cities across Europe, the 
Middle East and Asia demonstrat- 
ed against Israel’s offensive in the 
Gaza Strip. 

A protest in the Belgian capital 
that drew 30,000 turned violent, 
too, with demonstrators overturn- 
ing cars and smashing shop win- 
dows. And in Manila, Philippines, 
police officers used shields to dis- 
perse students protesting outside 
the U.S. Embassy. 

Israel launched its campaign 
in Gaza on Dec. 27 to stop rocket 
fire from the militant Palestinian 
group Hamas. Gaza health offi- 
cials say nearly 870 Palestinians 
have been killed, roughly half of 
them civilians. Thirteen Israelis 
have also died. 

About 2,000 protesters in the 
Pakistani port city of Karachi

burned U.S. flags and chanted anti- 
Israel slogans, and several hundred 
of them marched on the U.S. Con- 
sulate, senior police official Ameer 
Sheikh said. 

“They were in a mood to attack,” 
Sheikh said. “They were carrying 
bricks, stones and clubs.” 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman in 
Islamabad, Lou Fintor, said the pro- 
testers did not get close to the con- 
sulate, which was closed Sunday. 

Washington provides a large 
amount of foreign aid to Israel, and 
military and weapons assistance. 
Israeli military action is often per- 
ceived in the Muslim world as being 
financed and supported by the Unit- 
ed States. While Pakistan’s govern- 
ment is a United States ally, anti- 
American sentiment is pervasive in 
the Muslim majority country. 

In Spain, as many as 100,000 
people attended rallies in Madrid 
and the southwestern city of Seville, 
urging Israel to “Stop the massacre 
in Gaza” and calling for peace ini- 
tiatives. Spain’s Foreign Minister 
Miguel Angel Moratinos will tour 
the Middle East starting Monday 
to promote solutions to the conflict.

Local resident Omar Abdi 
Hassan said one of the bodies had 
been found on a beach near coast- 
al Haradhere and relatives were 
searching for the other four.

Prince Harry Is Criticized 
For Offensive Comments 

Lawmakers, Muslim groups and the 
Pakistani public criticized Prince 
Harry on Sunday after a British 
newspaper published video footage 
of him using offensive and racist lan- 
guage. Harry, third in line to the Brit- 
ish throne and an army lieutenant, 
issued an apology on Saturday after 
the News of the World reported that

Biden Vows Support in Afghan War 


VP-elect visits Taliban 
area as militants attack 
Pakistan frontier zone 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I U.S. Vice 
President-elect Joe Biden prom- 
ised U.S. support for Afghanistan’s 
struggle against terrorism, drugs 
and corruption, in a surprise visit 
Sunday to a dangerous Taliban- 
stronghold area of Afghanistan. 

The future of the region where 
al-Qaeda planned the Sept. 11 
attacks, Biden said, “affects us all.” 

Underscoring the difficulties 
of the fight to come, hundreds of 


militants crossed from eastern 
Afghanistan and attacked paramili- 
tary forces in the lawless frontier of 
Pakistan the same day Biden visited 
Afghanistan’s southern Kandahar 
and Helmand provinces. 

Six troops and 40 insurgents 
were killed in the clash in Mohmand 
Agency along the border, said a mili- 
tary official speaking on condition of 
anonymity because he was not per- 
mitted to talk to the media. 

President-elect Barack Obama 
has promised to end the war in Iraq 
and refocus U.S. military efforts 
on Afghanistan, where al- Qaeda- 
linked militants and the Taliban

are making a comeback after ini- 
tial defeats in the U.S. -led inva- 
sion in 2001. 

The U.S. is rushing up to 30,000 
more troops to Afghanistan, and 
some will go to these southern prov- 
inces. The provinces are the world’s 
largest drug-producing areas. Hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars from the 
trade finance the insurgency. 

“I am very interested in what 
becomes of this region because it 
affects us all,” Biden said during 
his visit to the neighboring Kanda- 
har province, according to a state- 
ment issued by the NATO-led force.

250 Feared Dead 
After Ferry Sinks 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Aferry cap- 
sized in a severe storm and crash- 
ing waves in central Indonesia on 
Sunday, and officials said about 250 
people were feared dead. 

Eighteen survivors were rescued 
by fishing boats, but the fate of the 
others was unclear, said Taufik, a 
port official at Parepare on the island 
of Sulawesi, where the ferry began 
its journey. Taufik uses one name, 
as is common in Indonesia. 

About 250 passengers and 17 
crew are believed to have been 
aboard the ferry when it went down 
30 miles off the coast of western 
Sulawesi, (ap)

AIDS Efforts Boost Bush’s Legacy 


Outgoing president s 
war on disease helped 
treat millions in Africa 

CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA I Inher 
AIDS-scarred South African town- 
ship, Sweetness Mzolisa leads a cho- 
rus of praise for President Bush that 
echoes to the deserts of Namibia, 
the hills of Rwanda and the villages 
of Ethiopia. 

Like countless Africans, Mzolisa 
looks forward to Barack Obama’s 
becoming America’s first black pres- 
ident Jan 20. But — like countless 
Africans — Mzolisa says she will 


always be grateful to Bush for his 
war on AIDS, which has helped 
to treat more than 2 million Afri- 
cans, support 10 million more, and 
revitalize the global fight against 
the disease. 

“It has done a lot for the people 
of South Africa, for the whole of the 
African continent,” says Mzolisa, a 
mother of seven. “It has changed so 
many people’s lives, saved so many 
people’s lives.” 

Mzolisa, 44, was diagnosed with 
the AIDS virus in 1999 and formed a 
women’s support group to “share the 
pain.” In 2004, she received a U.S. 
grant to set up an office and start a

soup kitchen from the group’s veg- 
etable garden. She uses her $10,000 
in annual funding to train staff to 
care for AIDS victims. 

Hundreds of similar grassroots 
projects are being funded by the 
President’s Emergency Plan for 
AIDS Relief, alongside higher-pro- 
file charities and big state clinics. 

Bush launched the $15 billion 
plan in 2003 to expand preven- 
tion, treatment and support pro- 
grams in 15 hard-hit countries, 12 
of them African, which account for 
more than half the world’s estimated 
33 million AIDS infections. 

The initiative tied in with a 
World Health Organization cam- 
paign to put 3 million people on 
AIDS drugs by 2005 — a goal it says

High-definition disc 
format sees success 
after HD-DVD demise 

BIG YEAR I The Blu-ray disc, the 
high-definition successor to the 
DVD, was one of the few products 
that did well in the just-ended holi- 
day season, with sales tripling from 
the previous year. 

The figures were released this 
week at the International Consumer 
Electronics Show, which last year 
was the scene of what proved to be 
a decisive victory for Blu-ray over a 
rival format, HD-DVD. 

“It turned out to be a phenomenal 
year for Blu-ray,” said Tom Adams 
of Adams Media Research. 

Just before the 2008 CES opened, 
Warner Bros, withdrew its support 
for HD-DVD, giving Blu-ray a strong 
majority of support among Holly- 
wood studios. A few months later, 
Toshiba Corp., the creator of the 
HD-DVD, said it would stop mak- 
ing players for the discs. 

That left Blu-ray as the lone high- 
definition disc. U.S. consumers 
bought 28.6 million of them in the 


fourth quarter of 2008, according to 
The Digital Entertainment Group, a 
consortium of movie studios and elec- 
tronics manufacturers. That’s up from 
9.5 million in the previous year. The 
biggest seller was “The Dark Knight,” 
which was also the first Blu-ray disc 
to sell more than 1 million copies, 
said Andy Parsons, president of the 
Blu-ray Disc Association. 

By Parsons’ count, Blu-ray is 
showing a faster adoption rate than 
the DVD, the CD, high- definition 
TV sets and several other common 
household technologies. At the end 
of last year, 2 1/2 years after they 
first became available, there were 
10.7 million Blu-ray-capable players 
in the United States, according to 
research firm DisplaySearch. 

After seeing the holiday sales 
figures, analysts think Blu-ray sales 
will keep growing rapidly this year. 
Richard Doherty at Envisioneering 
Group think 2009’s disc sales vGll be 
five or six times those of 2008. 

“I’ve gone from being conser- 
vative for 2008 to now, for 2009, 
being cautiously optimistic,” said 
analyst Paul Erickson at Display-

Md. Budget 
Looms for 
’09 Session 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Bedeviled by a 
$1.9 billion budget deficit, the Mary- 
land General Assembly’s upcoming 
session inevitably will be dominated 
by hard decisions needed to balance 
the state’s books. 

While the state budget always is 
a key focus of the General Assem- 
bly’s 90 -day session, Maryland’s 
battered finances this year have 
elevated its importance at a time 
when serious cuts are bound to 
have a major impact on the state’s 
residents. 

Veteran lawmakers are saying 
the current budget crisis is at least 
as bad as the recession Maryland 
weathered in the early 1990s, when 
lawmakers were able to raise rev- 
enues to address the problem. This 
time, though, there’s no stomach 
for tax increases, after a $1.4 bil- 
lion tax hike just a little more than 
a year ago. 

Gov. Martin O’Malley already has 
put everyone on notice that no one 
will be spared from cuts, and pro- 
posals costing much money will be 
shelved. It’s going to be tough enough 
just to pay for important priority 
items in health, education and public 
safety, he said, brian witte (ap)

Animal Instinct 


A band follows its gut 
toward an amorphous 
sound on ‘Pavilion’ 

COLLECTIVE EFFORT I When it burst 
onto the indie rock scene in 2003, 
Animal Collective was tagged as 
the leader of the budding freak-folk 
movement. While that descriptive 
has since faded, it hinted at one 
thing: The band likes to do things 


differently. 

That goes for everything from 
strange band names (Panda Bear, 
Avey Tare) to songs about weath- 
er to an ever-changing musical 
approach. Most recently, on 2007’s 
“Strawberry Jam,” Animal Col- 
lective ditched the lush, acoustic 
arrangements of earlier work in 
favor of a louder, electric guitar- 
meets-electronics attack. 

And even though it recorded as 


a trio (guitarist Josh “Deakin” Dibb 
took a self-imposed break from band 
duties), the move toward a larger 
sound continues on “Merriweather 
Post Pavilion,” due out Jan. 20. 

“Since there are only three of us 
playing, especially for the live situa- 
tion, it just seemed more interesting 
to use samplers instead of a lot of 
live instrumentation,” Dave “Avey 
Tare” Portner says. “It’s a lot more 
low-end — and that was a conscious 


decision on our part — to make a 
record that was, for the most part, 
more rhythm.” 

The result is a heavy mix of 
thumping, sample-heavy psychede- 
lia, best heard on sprawling opener 
“In the Flowers” and the roman- 
tic, subdued “Bluish.” The album 
certainly sounds like the work of 
a band, but one not connected to a 
specific music scene. 

That ideology has helped drive 
Animal Collective to the top of the 
indie-rock food chain in a relatively 
short period of time. Although few 
would call its music accessible, the 
group has sold 176,000 albums in 
the United States, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan, with 2005’s 
“Feels” at 55,000 and “Strawberry 
Jam” at 50,000. 

Instead of drawing on direct 
influences. Animal Collective makes 
albums with a connection to places 
in mind. “We usually try to connect 
to outdoor environments, and there 
was something about this that was 
harking back to the time where we 
would be outside, in backyards, 
listening to music on a boombox,” 
Portner says. “Because that’s how we 
really grew up and got attached to 
listening to music together.” 

Hence the new album’s title, 
which shares its name with an 
amphitheater in Columbia, Md. “I 
had seen the most concerts there, 
growing up,” Portner says. “But we 
didn’t really name it after the venue. 
We really liked the way it sounds 
and that it has the word weather’ 
in it. We cast a lot of the songs to 
different weather patterns.” mich ael

tions, and in the hands of folks such 
as David Banner, its songs take on 
an adequate, if still somewhat bland, 
dance-floor bump. The real trouble 
is that few of the album’s producers 
go far enough in altering the origi- 
nal recordings. 

Maroon 5 has now released 
three times as many live and remix 
albums as it has proper studio works 
and, in light of this disparity, “Call 
and Response” feels at best like a 
curiosity and at worst a cash-in. Ken-

Face to 
Face With 
Royalty 

A music critic spends 
an evening with Prince 
and his new tracks 

ICON I It was 11 p.m. on the night 
before New Year’s Eve, and I was 
doing something I hadn’t expected 
would crown my 2008: sitting in 
Prince’s limousine as the pop music 
legend lounged beside me, playing 
unreleased tracks on the stereo. 

That morning I’d received an 
e-mail inviting me to preview new 
music at Prince’s mansion in Beverly 
Park. The summons wasn’t entirely 
unexpected. Prince has spent a year 
and a half consulting with media 
types with an eye toward taking 
control of his musical output. 

“’’Let’s go to my car,” Prince 
said. “We’ll listen to the first album 
there.” 

Prince, who became a Jehovah’s 
Witness in 2001, views everything 
through the lens of his religion. No 
topic — sexuality, civil rights— 
comes up in which it doesn’t play 
a role. 

Prince’s statements can sound 
extreme to a secular listener. Some 
have accused him of concealing 


his views to avoid alienating non- 
believing (and, particularly, gay) 
fans. But his desire to be tolerant 
seems sincere. 

Prince’s faith fulfills a yearn- 
ing that his songs expressed long 
before he became devout: a need for 
a ruling theory to explain the sor- 
row and violence that intertwines 
with life’s joy. In his religion, he’s 
found a code. 

This leads to “MPLSound,” the 
album Prince recorded by himself 
mostly in 2008. 

These tracks sound new: elec- 
tronica-based, futuristic and subtly 
mind-altering. They also recall early 
Prince, including “When Doves Cry” 
and “The Black Album.” 

Some, like one about a “funky 
congregation,” could become live 
show pieces. Others, like the play- 
ful “Hey Valentina,” and the space 
age ballad “Better With Time” con- 
tained sounds that didn’t seem pos- 
sible to replicate anywhere but in 
Prince’s imagination. 

The key to this aural universe is 
the computer platform Pro Tools. 
Prince avoided the system for years. 
One thing he’s moralistic about is 
the use of artificial vocal enhance- 
ment by subpar artists. 

Yet he’s unlocked new elements 
within the very control surfaces Pro 
Tools employs. 

“I’m interested in the inner 
workings of music, the effect on 
the body,” he explained. “I’m try- 
ing to understand why we respond 
to beats differently.” ann powers

Folk Fresh From the Farm 



A country boy’s origins 
make his album rich 
with moving material

MUSIC I William Elliott Whitmore’s 
songs are earthy — they’re about 
hard times, family and the har- 
vest cycle — and he didn’t need to 
look far for inspiration for his new 
album, the rousing and anthemic 
“Animals in the Dark.” The singer 
still lives on the farm that he grew 
up on — and it’s a real farm: There’s 
an outhouse, a feisty mule and a sad 
horse that can no longer carry the 
weight of a rider. “I don’t have run- 
ning water,” Whitmore said. “My 
girlfriend is pretty cool; she doesn’t 
mind the outhouse, but it’s to that 
point where I’m going to have to 
build a real bathroom.” 

Stirred by loss, angst and punk 


rock, an 18 -year-old Whitmore left 
the farm and went out on the road. 
“My father had already passed and 
my mother was about to pass,” he 


said. “I moved to a town called Iowa 
City that was maybe an hour away. 
There was a university there — you 
could go see Fugazi, Jesus Lizard, 


get your window into the world.” 

Through punk shows like these, 
Whitmore started to get interested 
in the underground music scene, and 
he eventually wound up performing, 
too. “I met all these cats, just doing 
my folk thing and playing my banjo. 
I would hop in the van with these 
indie-rock bands and they would 
let me open up for them. ... It was 
weird playing in front of a room full 
of hardcore kids. But that’s where 
the hunger is, that’s my scene.” (So, 
it makes sense then that “Animals 
in the Dark” is on Anti-, the folk arm 
of punk label Epitaph.) 

Whitmore’s life as a full-time 
musician subverts any agricultural 
ambitions he might harbor, “but I’m 
in my stride,” he said. “I feel good 
about being on the road. I kind of

Amos Zereoue grew up in a family 
in which cooking was important. So, 
when Jean Claude Zereoue found 
his son subsisting on ramen noo- 
dles in college, he quickly rectified 
the situation, providing Amos with 
some basic culinary skills. 

It stuck with him: Not long 
after his seven-year career as an 
NFL running back ended, Zere- 
oue opened his own restaurant, 
an African-French fusion place in 
Midtown Manhattan. 

And, unlike so many other ath- 
lete-owned restaurants that quickly 
flame out, Zereoue has been a suc- 
cess because the owner put more 
than just his name into it.

“The restaurant thing, 
it’s a very difficult business. I didn’t 
realize how difficult it was until I 
actually got into it.”

Michael Jordan has steak places 
in New York and Chicago, and so 
does former Miami Dolphins quar- 
terback Dan Marino, in Florida and 
Las Vegas. Hockey Hall of Famer 
Wayne Gretzky has a restaurant in 
Toronto; former Chicago Bears play- 
er and coach Mike Ditka has places 
in the Windy City and Pittsburgh; 
and there are steak houses named 
after John Elway in Denver. 

And it’s not just the stars who 
have their own places. 

Former NBA player Dan Majerle 
owns two Marjele Sports Grills in 
Arizona. Former Tampa Bay Buc- 
caneers running back Mike Alstott 
is proprietor of the Island Way Grill. 
There’s also A1 Hrabosky’s Ballpark 
Saloon in St. Louis, named after the 
former pitcher.

DTV Transition 

JOEL KELSEY, a policy analyst at 
Consumers Union, was online Friday 
and answered questions aboutthe 
transition from analog to digital TV. 

How can there be a shortfall in 
funds to guarantee converter 
boxes for the public when the FCC 
had so much time to consider the 
price of airwaves in the auction? 
Our current dilemma has many 
fathers. We believe it is irrespon- 
sible for the government to make 
$19 billion while clearing the ana- 
log spectrum but ask rural, low- 
income consumers to pay $40 to 
$80 to make up for the miscalcula- 
tion of the federal government. All 
involved must now stop pointing 
fingers and start working toward 


the solutions that will get the nec- 
essary equipment into the hands of 
the consumers who need it. 

Why should the government give 
consumers a break when the transi- 
tion to DTV has been advertised for 
at least a year or more? There will 
always be procrastinators. 

This isn’t government giving con- 
sumers a break. This is govern- 
ment stepping up to help consum- 
ers through a federally mandated 
transition, to stay connected to 
emergency broadcasts and essen- 
tial news and information. There 
are 1 million people on a waiting 
list who are trying to prepare who 
won’t get the assistance they need 
by Feb. 17. 

Why is over-the-air television con- 
sidered essential? Aren’t most 
emergency communications trans- 
mitted over the radio? Will life as we 


know it cease to exist if people can’t 
watch TV or have to spend $40 of 
their own money to update their 
obsolete TVs? 

For more than 70 years, the govern- 
ment has invested taxpayer dollars 
into free over-the-air television that 
uses the publicly owned spectrum 
to transmit broadcasts. Television 
is a lifeline for many Americans. 
We believe it’s irresponsible to tax 
consumers to keep something they 
once got for free. 

What was not advertised was the 
amount of time it took the coupon to 
get mailed once it was requested. 

This is another flaw of the coupon 
program that should be addressed 
by Congress.
